I have already received many orders for Spring delivery from 
old customers which is the best testimonial I could wishfor. My prices areas low 
as the kind of plants I furnish can be sold at a profit and while I enjoy furnishing 
plants that bring my old customers back with their friends for more, Iam not in 
the business solely for pleasure or for my health. Remember I dig the entire row 
whereas many dig only the small late plants from the edges, leaving the strong 
center plants for fruiting; and in fact these plants that they. leave are in better 
condition for fruiting by the removal of the inferior plants that their customers 
get for setting. So you can readily see that their profit is two-fold; first by get- 
ting paid for the plants they should remove for their own benelit and afterward a 
crop of fruit that is better than it would have been had all the plants been left. 

Can you not see why they can sell cheaper ? 

Can you afford to throw away a years time and work or any part of it by seeming 
to save a little by buying cheap plants ? 

I will not have room to say much on varieties this year but another years fruit- 
ing confirms most of what I said in last years Catalogue and some of the newer 
varieties are proving to have market value.

For Midseason to Late—Sample, Wm. Belt, Glen Mary, De Wet, Splendid, Mil- 
ler, Marshall, Aroma, Cardinal, New York and Ridgeway. 

For Late to Latest—Brandy wine, Bradley, Commonwealth, Latest, Rough Rider, 
Gandy, Stevens Late Champion, Nettie and Chesapeake. 

I can specially recommend Sen. Dunlap, Sample, Wm. Belt, Brandywine, Glen 
Mary, Marshall, Beder Wood, Splendid and Gandy among the older ones, and Car- 
dinal, ‘‘8 W,”’ Stevens Late, Bradley, Nettie, Latest and Mrs. Miller among the 
newer varieties. 

The following I have not fruited sufficiently to speak in recommendation but 
they are highly praised by those that should know. Abington, Good Luck, Great 
Scott; Mammoth Beauty, Oswego, Virginia, Dickey, Golden Gate, Chipman and 
Chesapeake. 

Varieties marked (P) have pistillate blossoms and will not fruit unless planted 
near staminate or perfect blossoming varieties, which are marked (S); but when 
so planted are the hezviest yielders. 

GUARANTEE TRUE TO NAME--I am very careful that plants shall 
be true to name and have never had reports of any proving otherwise, but should 
a mistake occur it is mutually agreed that I will not be held responsible for more 
than amount received for plants. 

If you do not understand any point clearly or if I have left out the information 
you are looking for, write plainly what you wish to know and I will answer as 
fully as time will permit. RememberI have much more time for this in March 
than later. 

DISCOUNT--To encourage early orders; I will on orders received before 
April 1, with cash in full, allow a cash discount of 10 per cent.
